B y way of enforcing the demand the 
strongest fleet of Am erican fighting 
vessels mobilized 
for business pur­ 
poses since the Spanish w ar days is 
new making hurried preparations to 
start for Tampico; 
the war depart­ 
ment has prepared itself for action at 
u moment's notice and everything has 
been done to make the way ready for 
putting the m ilitary arm of the gov­ 
ernm ent on a war basis. 
W ithin seven days a fleet under 
Rear Adm iral Charles J. Badger, con­ 
sisting of eleven of Uncle Sam ’s most 
modern battleships reinforced by sev- 
eral cruisers and gunboats, making in 
all forty-six vessels, and carrying all 
told more than 15,000 men, w ill be at 
anchor off Tampico. 


Huerta Given an Ultim atum . 


There is no doubt that an ultimatum 
has 
been 
delivered 
to 
Huerta, 
al­ 
though it does not attempt to Ax a 
lim it to the time in which he may 
meet 
the 
demands 
of 
the 
United 
States. 
The sudden move on the part of the 
W ilson administration has not been 
explained by any official statement, 
but only one interpretation is possi­ 
ble. 
It means that the United States has 
ceased temporizing with Huerta and. 
turning 
its back on 
the 
policy of 
watchful waiting, now is prepared to 
go even to the extent of declaring 
war in order to obtain satisfaction for 
what it regards as an insult to the 
Am erican flag. 
Serious as the present situation is 
regarded 
officials 
here are 
of tile 
opinion that Huerta 
w ill yield and 
that the big fleet of warships now 
headed for the Mexican coast will not 
be called upon to resort to drastic 
measures. 
Washington 
can 
see no 
other course open to Huerta unless he 
is intent now upon self-destruction. 
On the other hand the fear prevails 
that Huerta may be playing a last 
desperate game and may seize upon 
this demand of the United States for 
a salute to the American flag as a 
patriotic rallying cry for all .Mexicans 
to bury their differences and enlist 
under one standard against the com­ 
mon foe. 


Believes Huerta W ill Yield. 


Everywhere, at tile W hite House, 
the state department and the navy de­ 
partment the hope was expressed that 
the dispatch of the fleet would not

Juarez, Mex.. April 15.— The startling 
developments at Tam pico in point of 
interest felt here far exceeded that in 
the reports of a new victory by the 
rebel troops at San Pedro. 
No official would lend his name to 
comment on the situation, but one 
man in a confidential Constitutional­ 
ist position declared that under no 
circum stances 
w ill 
the 
rebels 
join 
Huerta against a common enemy. 
“ In case of a foreign invasion Gen­ 
erals Villa and Carranza long agreed 
that they simply w ill content them­ 
selves with opposing any armed force 
which entered rebel territory,” this 
inform ant said. 
It is known that V illa would find it 
practically 
impossible 
to co-operate 
with Huerta. 
Huerta, it is related, at 
the battle of Reilano, two years ago. 
compelled Villa, then serving under 
him. to get on his knees and apolo­ 
gize for some offense. 
Later Huerta threw him into prison 
in Mexico City, where V illa learned 
to read and write. 
He finally escaped 
and made his way north, where, upon 
the assassination of Madero and the 
elevation of Huerta to the provisional 
presidency, he started a revolution 
and in due time joined other insur­ 
gents under Venustiano Carranza.
